RAILROAD WITHOUT CARS. 


M irro rs o f A ir. 
The cause of the mirage is now well 
understood—so well understood that 
there are ways of making small mir­ 
ages for experiment. 
The simplest explanation that I can 
give is to oily that the rays of light 
coming from the saint* thing that is 
seen are lieut in going through layers 
of air differently heated. When these 
rays are so bent as to be almost level 
with a layer of air, they do not enter 
it at all, but (so to speak) glance off, 
and are reflected as if from a mirror. 
Then the air reflects just as a glass 
mirror or a body of water would, lf it 
lay between the eye and the trees or 
ship. 
This explanation will give yon a get* 
eral Idea of the cause of the mirage. 
In the case of the desert the reflecting 
air-mirror is believed bv t{ie observer 
to be water, and the image changes its 
place as you go forward just as a re­ 
flection would move as you advanced 
on a glass mirror. In the case of the 
ship, the air-mirror seems to be above 
you. and reflects the ship which Is 
really out of sight over the horizon. 
But I do not pretend to explain all 
about the different images that may 
possibly be formed under different con­ 
ditions of the atmosphere—that is a 
achoo! room task, and a hard one. 
The “fata Morgana” Is a form or 
modification of mirage often seen in the

American street railway companies 
can not. as a rule. l»e accused of want 
of enterprise, and they have silent a 
good deal of money in experimenting, 
on new’ systems of traction—n.ostly 
electrical. Just now, however, in the 
n a tte r of storage batteries, they are 
letting the other man do the experi­ 
menting, and are watching carefully 
the outcome of the activity which is 
going (ii iii the Installation of accumu­ 
lator cars iii Europe. In Hanover, 
where a combination system of trolley 
aud accum ulator cars is employed, six­ 
ty cars have lieen equipped with bat­ 
teries. and eighty more are to be 
installed by next spring. The batter­ 
ies are charged from the trolley line 
outside the city limits, sufficiently to 
carry the cars without the aid of the 
trolley within these limits. Iu Dres­ 
den thirty storage battery cars are 
running, and fifteen more are to be put 
on shortly. Here, also, the cars are 
ran by the trolley outside i ud by stor­ 
age batteries inside Hie city. In Co­ 
penhagen eighteen accum ulators are 
to be put in operation in the beginning 
of January. The system employed will 
be entirely storage buttery. In H agen 
eight cars on the same system are in 
operation, and ten more are to be add­ 
ed. In Paris, thirty-five storage-bnt- 
tery cars are to be equipped on Hie 
lines of the Compagnie du Nord in 
Berlin, Hie city government has decid­ 
ed to ran. on all the lines of the city, 
storage battery cars on the mixed Byte 
tem, the outer lines to be equipped 
with a trolley. The underground con­ 
duit has been entirely relegated, and 
it is expected th at Berlin will soon 
have iii operation from OOO to TOO cars 
actuated by storage batteries.

A Life of Usefulness Closes After • Long 
Illness. 
On Tuesday evening, Jan. 12th, at 
10 o’clock . Ex -may or Michael Hag­ 
berg, passed from this life to immor­ 
tality . He had for several y ears beeu 
a sufferer from lung trouble. Last 
winter he went to California in the 
hope of regaining his health, bat in 
spite of every care and the best med­ 
ical attendence he gradually grew 
worse, until about a week ago he took 
to his bed and on Tuesday he passed 
away , his death bed surrounded by 
the loving and devoted wife and child­ 
ren, aud brothers and sister. 
I b the death of Mr. Hagberg his 
family loses a loving husbaod and 
father.and the community an honored, 
upright and conscientious citizen, that 
it can ill afford to lose. 
Probably no 
man in this city had as many friends 
and as few enemies as Mr. Hagberg, 
and those who k new him best were 
his host friends. Genial, whole-souled 
aud honest to a fault, generous and 
k ind to every body , none k new him but 
to respect and admire him. His death 
was a sad loss to the people of this 
community , as weil as to the grief- 
strick en wife aud family . 
Mr. Hagberg was born in Sweden 
iu 1851, conseq uently he was 45 y ears 
of age at his death. He came to this 
country in 1871, when twenty y ears of 
age, and in 1875 was married to Miss 
Matilda Peterson.

He has been prominent in 
public affairs, serving n thecity coun­ 
cil several terms, and holding the po­ 
sition of president. 
Iu 189 2 he was 
elected may or, but refused to accept 
another term. He was president of j 
the board of education for several 
y ear*3 before his death. 
He was 
a 
member of the A. O. U. W ^ I. O. O. 
F., Degr e of Honor, and Masonic 
fraternities. The ladies of the De­ 
gree of Honor weut to his residence 
y esterday morning before the funeral 
and placed a beautiful floral offering 
of the order on his coffin, while the 
Eastern Star ladies sent a floral star, 
emblematic of the order, and smilax 
and lillies to decorate the cask et.

He had for several years been 
a sufferer from lung trouble. Last 
winter he went to California in the 
hope of regaining his health, but in 
spite of every care and the beat mod 
teal attendance he gradually grew 
worse, until about a week ago he took 
to his bed and on Tuesday he passed 
away, his death bed surrounded by 
the loving and devoted wife and child­ 
ren, and brothers and sister. 
la the death of Mr. Hagberg his 
family loses a loving husband and 
father,and the community an honored, 
upright and conscientious citizen, that 
it can ill afford to lose. Probably no 
man in this city had as many friends 
and as few enemies as Mr. Hagberg, 
and those who knew him best were 
hi3 best friends. Genial, whole-souled 
and honest to a fault, generous and 
kind to everybody, none knew him but 
to respect and admire him. His death 
was a sad leas to the people of this 
community, as well as to the grief 
stricken wife and family. 
Mr. Hagberg was born in Sweden 
in 1851, consequently he was 45 years 
of age at his death.

The cause of tin* mirage is now well 
understood—so well understood that 
thi*r*> are ways of making small m ir­ 
ages for experiment. 
The simplest explanation that I can 
give is to say liiat tin* rays of light 
coming from tlu* same thing th at is 
seen are bent in going through layers 
of Jiir differently heated. 
\Yhi*n these 
ravs are so 1 m*iir ;is to he almost level 
with a layer of air. they <li> not enter 
it ut all. but (so ti> speak) glanc*e off, 
and ari* reflected as if from a mirror. 
Then the air reflt*ets just as a glass 
m irror or a body of w ater would, if it 
lay bi'twt*en the eye and the trei's or 
ship. 
This explanation will give you a gen­ 
eral idea of the cause of the mirage, i 
In the ease of the <lesi»rt the reflecting | 
air-mirror is believed bv iln* observer j 
to be water, and the image changes its i 
place as you go forw ard just as a re- | 
flection would move as you advaiieixl J 
on a glass mirror. 
In the ease of the , 
ship, the air-mirror seems to he above • 
you. and reflects the ship which is , 
really out of sight over the horizon. | 
But I do not pretend to explain all 
alxout the different images that may 
possibly he formed under different con 
ilittons of the atm osphere—th a t is a 
si’hool room task, and a hard one. 
The “f.ita M organa” is a form or 
modifli*aTlon of mirage often sium in the 
straits that separate the toe of the 
“boot” of Italy and the island of Sicily,

A Life o f U sefulness C lo ses A fte r a Long 
Illness. 
On Tuesday evening, Jan. 12th, at 
10 o’clock, Ex-mayor Michael Hag- 
berg, passed from this life to immor­ 
tality, He had for several years been 
a sufferer from lung trouble. 
Last 
winter he went to California in the 
hope of regaining his health, but in 
spite of every care and the best med­ 
ical attendence he gradually grew 
worse, until about a week ago he took 
to his bed and on Tuesday he passed 
away, his death bed surrounded by 
the loving and devoted wife and child­ 
ren, aud brothers and sister. 
I n th e death of Mr. Hagberg his 
family loses a loving husband and 
father.and the community an honored, 
upright and conscientious citizen, that 
it can ill afford to lose. 
Probably no 
man m this city had as many friends 
and as few enemies as Mr. Hagberg, 
and those who knew him best were 
his best friends. Gonial, whole-souled 
aud honest to a fauit, generous and 
kind to everybody, none knew him but 
to respect aud admire him. His death 
was a sad loss to the people of this 
community, as well as to the grief- 
strickeu wife aud family. 
Mr. Hagberg was born in Sweden 
iu 1851, consequently he was 45 years 
of age at his death.
